This Information Circular accompanies the Notice of the Annual Meeting of the Shareholders of 
Noranda Mines Limited (the Corporation”) to be held on April 29, 1983 and is furnished in connection with 
the solicitation by the management of the Corporation of proxies for use at the Meeting.
